AN ARGUMENT — 
WHICH SHOULD 
CONVINCE ALL 


HREE weeks ago we publisehd 
an article under the above 
heading which concerned itself 
with the great obstacles which St. 
Peter faced in undertaking to 
spread the teachings of Christ. To- 
day we present a continuation of 
that article which, we are sure, 
will please our readers. 


When the Christian congrega- 
tion, as Tacitus, the historian, re- 
cords, had increased to a great 
multitude, the Emperor Nero, suc- 
cessor of Cladius, commenced to 
persecute it. 


In the year 64 this tyrant con- 
ceived the idea of setting fire to 
the city of Rome and the conflagra- 
tion destroyed three parts of the 
city, seven parts were fearfully 
devastated, but four remained in- 
tact. For six days and seven nights 
the fire raged whilst the monster 
emperor looked on, playing the 
harp. To escape the fury of the 
people he blamed the Christians 
for it, according to the pagan 
Tacitus. 


The Christians, who had been 
long the object of hatred to the 
pagans, because of their virtuous 
lives and their refusal to partici- 
pate in the pagan feasts, were 
sought out with eagerness and im- 
prisoned. Laden with chains they 
were exposed to all sorts of mock- 
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Rise, Oh Lord, in Thy power; come to save us. 


ery and contempt, and finally mar- 
tyred; some being affixed to the 
cross, others were sewed up into 
skins of beasts, and torn to pieces 
by savage dogs; others again were 
tied to posts in garments saturated 
with pitch and wax and set on fire. 
Nero seated in his carriage drove 
about in the light of these terrible 
torchlights. The remaining Chris- 
tians gathered the relics of their 
murdered brethren and _ interred 
them in the caves of the Vatican 
Hill, which afterwards. were more 
enlarged, and formed the Vatican 
cemetery. 


During Nero’s life the persecu- 
tion never ceased and even the dis- 
tant provinces were threatened 
with it; St. Peter remained in 
Rome and consoled the afflicted 
flock. In the cemetery “Ostrianum” 
he erected his chair, teaching, bap- 
tizing and confirming the faithful; 
he also wrote epistles to the faith- 
ful in Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, 
Asia Minor and Bythinia, where he 
had formerly established congrega- 
tions. 


Peter felt more and more his 
approaching death, which Jesus 
Christ had prophesied to him (St. 
John 21, 18) and in his second let- 
ter he attests that he had not 
preached a doctrine without foun- 
dation, but that he had spoken as 
eyewitness of the glorified life of 
Jesus Christ. 


St. Paul had meanwhile returned 
to Rome and made his headquart- 
ers in the less frequented part of 
the city. In spite of the persecu- 
tion he su ed in converting 
Nero’s mistress and his chief stew- 
ard. Paul, like Peter, sensed his 
approaching death, writing to 
Timotheus these prophetic words: 
“I am going to be offered up and 
the time of my death is at hand; 
I have fought the good fight, ac- 


complished my course and pre- 
served the faith” (II Tim.) 
Persecution raged more and 


more .every day, Nero resolving 
to uproot the whole Christian con- 
gregation in Rome. The 
tians hearing that search was made 
for Peter requested him earnestly 
to take flight before the tyrant’s 
revenge.

Y own belief rests on certain 

philosophical and _ spiritual 
arguments which are not in the 
least affected by whether the di- 
vine destiny of man was given to 
an animal with an ancestry of 
apes; for the simple reason that, 
being a philosophical believer in 
miracles, I am bound to admit that 
God might have chosen.to give it 
to a creature with an ancestry of 
oysters. 

Nor is it affected, for instance, 
by the modern dispute about the 
structure of matter; a dispute that 
may be fatal to the materialist, 
but does not at all affect the mys- 
tic. 

It makes no difference to me, in 
that sense, whether the Atom is 
what all the great scientists lately 
said it was—a little round thing 
like a billiard ball—or whether it 
is, as the new scientists are say- 
ing, a most complicated structure 
fitted up with electricity like an 
American hotel. 

As a matter of mere sentiment 
and association I rather prefer bil- 
liard balls to electric fittings. There 
are so many degrees of comfort in

It is rather a symbol; for those 
now teaching us of this electric 
structure are also teaching that 
the universe itself is doomed to 
death.

It may be asked why those who 
think with me’ bother to argue 
about Evolution or Materialism at 
all. The answer is that we do not 
attack true science, nor even false 
science, but only false logic. 

The Materialist is trying to es- 
cape from the false logical position 
in which he has quite wantonly 
placed himself. He forgets what 
he himself said; he denies what he 
himself promised. Thus Mr. H. G. 
Wells, in debate with Mr. Belloc, 
was content to say that Natural 
Selection, or a certain sort of evo- 
lution, does really happen, and any- 
one can see it. But the claim was 
not that this happened; it was that 
this explained everything else that 
happened. 

It was that this told us the whole 
story of why the camel has a hump 
or the rhinoceros has a horn. 

Anybody can see that swift 
animals will escape when slow 
animals will be overtaken. What 
the Darwinian said was that by 
this process he could explain every 
feature of an elephant and an 
eagle. And he cannot. 

So long as he cannot the old and 
obvious question about design re- 
mains, Anybody can see that when 
there is only grass a cow might 
feed where a tiger might starve. 
The question is: can this process 
alone turn a tiger into a cow? 

It is the same with the false 
logie about the Atom. It does not 
matter to us whether it is simple 
or complex; but it did matter to the 
materialist to prove that it was 
simple.

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Sensons of Penance 
Are Not Regarded 


Seriously 


HILE the Catholic Church 

might accommodate her dis- 
cipline to the conditions of the 
times, it was never her intention 
that the seasons of penance should 
be ignored, because repentance and 
penance are prerequisites for the 
forgiveness of sin,—and sin cer- 
tainly has not departed from the 
lives of people. 

Catholics today seem to have the 
notion that the season of Advent 
has only a symbolic meaning, its 
four weeks representing, as they 
do, the 4,000 years which elapsed 
between the fall of our first par- 
ents and the coming of the Re- 
deemer. But Advent has a much 
more practical significance. It is 
intended as a season of prepara- 
tion for Christmas in the same 
sense that Lent is a preparation 
for Easter. Its observance is as 
old as that of Christmas itself, and, 
for many centuries its observance 
took the form of strict fast and 
abstinence. 

St. Peter Damian, who lived in 
the eleventh century, speaks of Ad- 
vent as a period of 40 days’ fast. 
In many parts of Europe, until 
rather recent times, Advent was 
of six weeks’ duration, the same 
as Lent. In some countries, its ob- 
servance began with the Sunday 
following the feast of St. Martin. 
A decree of the Council of Macon, 
France, held in the year 581, de- 
clares that “Advent is to be ob- 
served from St. Martin’s Day until 
Christmas, which without counting 
the Sundays, comprises 40 days, the 
same as Lent.” This same Council 
ordered that while abstinence from 


flesh meat must be — observed 
throughout the whole period of 40 
days, fasting, as distinguished 


from abstinence, was mandatory on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 
It is certainly needless to say 
that the benefits brought into the 
world by the Inearnation are so 
stupendous that the beneficiaries of 
them should be called on, once a 
year, to contemplate them serious- 
ly in order to be influenced by the 
lessons which they teach. The 
worldly observance of Christmas, 
against which the Church would 
have no special objection, if it did 
not exclude the spiritual, is calcu- 
lated to withdraw the attention of 
the people from, rather than to at- 
tract the same to, the supernatural, 
with which the festival is so thor- 
oughly charged. It is for this rea- 
son that the Church, as a Church, 
prays with unusual fervor, cloth- 
ing Herself in a penitential garb, 
and seeks to placate Her infinitely 
holy Founder, 
The plaint of St. John, the be- 
loved disciple, was that the Son of 
God “was in the world and the 
world knew Him not;” that “He 
had come unto His own and His 
own, received Him not.” Catholics 
who do not reflect and meditate 
during Advent, who make no spe- 
cial preparation for Christmas, are 


likely to deserve the same kind of 
condemnation. 

The Church’s mission is the 
same as that of John the Baptist— 
to prepare for the reception of 
Christ the millions who have not 
yet been converted to Him, to 
preach repentance and penance to 
people, who, though they profess 
to be His disciples, are as wicked 
as the inhabitants of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 

The world needs to be reminded 
that an exterior vance of 
Christmas without a preparation of 
the heart, is a ed ha to Him, 
Whose birthday it is.

Anti-Catholic Talks 
Over Radio Stopped 
As Priest Protests 


Cincinnati—Following a protest 
lodged with it by Father H. B. 
Schulte, of Winchester, Ky., Sta- 
tion WLW, of this city, has can- 
celled the radio broadcasts by 
Franklin Ford which began on Oc- 
tober 23, and were to have been 
continued each Sunday until Jan- 
uary 15. 


Father Schulte, in his protest to 
the broadcasting station, charac- 
terized an address by Mr. Ford as 
a violation of the sanctity of the 
home. Then, declaring that Mr. 
Ford had set himself up as an ar- 
biter of history and the Scriptures, 
Father Schulte said: 


“The most egregious, unpardon- 
able piece of impudence which Mr. 
Ford permits himself is the state- 
ment made that the Mass—mind 
you it is Mr. Ford speaking for 
the Catholic Church—that the 
Mass is becoming more and more a 
mere symbolism. Mr. Ford found no 
authority for this statement. There 
is no authority for it. It is false. 
It is a statement that rouses the 
deepest resentment in a Catholic 
by its effrontery.”

Washington.—The American So- 
cialist movement still retains 
enough of the false philosophy and 
hostility to religion to render its 
conception of society contrary to 
the Christian conception as_ set 
forth by Pope Pius XI, the Rev. 
Dr. John A. Ryan, Professor of 
Moral Theology at the Catholic 
University of America and Direc- 
tor of the Department of Social 
Action, N. C. W. C., declares in an 
article entitled “American Catho- 


_jlics and American Socialism” ap- 


pearing in the December issue of 
The American Ecclesiastical Re- 
view. \ 
The Socialism that Pope Leo| 
XIII had to deal with in Rerum | 
Novarum, Dr. Ryan says, was uni-| 
form, definite and coherent. Since | 
that time, he adds, Socialism has | 
divided into two opposing camps, | 
one of these has become more ex- | 
treme and is called Communism, | 
while the other, retaining the name | 
of Socialism, “has in varying de- | 
grees softened its doctrine of class | 
war and its demand for the aboli- 
tion of private property.” 
“Suppose,” Dr. Ryan continues, 
“the mitigating process continues 
until Socialism has completely giv- 
en up its advocacy of class war 
and its opposition to private pro- 
perty: could it then be accepted by 
Catholics? The answer given by 
the Holy Father is in the negative 
and its terms are solemn, positive 
and precise: ‘Whether Socialism 
be considered as a doctrine, or as a 
historical fact, or as a movement, 
if it really remain Socialism, it 
cannot be brought into harmony 
with the dogmas of the Catholic 
Church, even after it has yielded 
to truth and fustice in the points 
we have méntioned; the reason be- 
ing that it conceives human s0- 
ciety in a way utterly alien to 
Christian truth.’ ” : 


Tells Socialist Conception 


“In the Socialist conception,” Dr. 
Ryan says, “society is atomistic, 
individualistic, mechanistic, and 
organized merely for the abundant 
production of material goods. So- 
ciety has nothing to do with the 
glory of God, nor is it informed by 
a truly moral authority proceeding 
from God.... : 
“On the other hand, the Catholic 
conception of society is organic, 
implying a hierarchical order of 
social functions, subordination of 
the whole to God, and public auth- 
ority derived from and represent- 
ing the authority of God. Any so- 
ciety which does not hold to this 
conception mistakes its nature and 
functions and cannot adequately 
promote Christian welfare 
Hence the Christian and Socialist 
conceptions of the nature, the func- 
tions and the end of both society 
and the individual are mutually 
contradictory.” 

“Despite their awareness of the 
Pope’s rejection of Socialism and 
the fundamental reasons therefore, 
as outlined above, many Catholics 
have in good faith voted for the 
Socialist candidate for president 
in the recent election, while others 
have defended or approved that ac- 
tion,” Dr. Ryan asserts. “How did

Unemployment Group 
Hears Addresses of 
Two Catholic Leaders 


Washington.—A five-point pro- 
gram to be presented to Congress, 
calling for federal funds to aid the 
unemployed, public construction, 
unemployment insurance, reduction 
of working hours with no cuts in 
wages and legislation to prohibit 
the employment of children under 
the age of 16, was drawn up at a 
meeting of the Joint Committee on 
Unemployment, held at the Am- 
bassador Hotel here recently. 

Prominent among the speakers 
were the Rev. Dr. John A. Ryan, 
Director of the Department of 
Social Action, National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, and the Rev. 
R. A. McGowan, Assistant Direc- 
tor, 

Dr. Ryan estimated that 25,000,- 
000 persons would be dependent 
upon charity this Winter and a 
federal fund of $6,000,000,000 is 
immediately necessary to provide 
work through a program of public 
building. 

Father McGowan told the meet- 
ing he favored an international 
economic conference which would 
provide for “drastic reduction of 


war debts and tariffs and simultan- 
eously reduced armaments.” A bad 
distribution of income and wealth, 
Father McGowan said, was the pri- 
mary cause for the present econ- 
omic situation, together with a 
“productive and distributive sys- 
tem operating under a mixture of 
competition and financial dictator- 
ship under the spur of the desire 
for maximum profits and power, 
and the lack of social organization 
and government working together 
to establish justice and a sensible 
economic system.”

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Cathedral Altars 
Will Be Blessed 
At Midnight Mass 


Sanctuary Marble Floor Laid; Te 
Start Installing New Altars; 
Wood Carving is Recognized 

as Finest in United States. 


That the three beautiful new 
memorial altars at the Cathedral 
of the Immaculate Conception, Ft. 
Wayne, will be in readiness for 
blessing at the Christmas Midnight 
Pontifical Mass is announced by the 
Rev. Thomas M. Conroy, rector. 
Laying of the marble floor started 
Monday and this work will likely 


be completed by Dec. 9th. The con- 


crete sub-floor for the sanctuary, 
altar platforms and steps has been 
laid. The contract for the concrete 
work was awarded Rump & Kintz, 
Fort Wayne contractors, by Eccles- 
iastical Interiors, church furnish- 
ing concern of Waukesha, Wis. 
& Pohlmeyer, Fort 
Wayne architects, are superintend- 
ing the remodeling. 

With the laying of the marbk 
floor, steps and platforms the work 
of installing the altars, which are 
now in readiness, will begin. The 
Liturgical Art Guild of Cleveland, 
O., is in charge of the wood carv- 
ing. Two Tyrolese wood carvers 
from Oberammergau who did most 
of the wood carving on the reredos 
of the main altar have returned to 
Europe. 

R. W. Mowat of Chicago, a de- 
signer of international prominence, 
designed the Cathedral altars and 
supervised the wood carving. Ow- 
ing to the limited time for instal- 
lation of the altars for Christmas, 
the wood carving in Belgium oak 
will be seen in the natural grain 
temporarily. The reredoc or back 
of the main altar will have a total 
of 32 hand carved statues. The col- 
oring will not be applied until after 
New Year’s when Mr. Mowat will 
visit the city and personally super- 
vise the work. 

Besides the altars he is the de- 
signer of the main altar cast 
bronze tabernacle, 44 inches tall, 
and 20 inches in diameter at the 
base, provided with a_ revolving 
floor. It was cast in Cincinnati, 
and is a work of art. Bronze tab- 
lets to commemorate donors will

One can’t 
think to pray when the music and 
singing is not soft.

Dear Mrs. K: 


We are happy to know that you 
are enjoying our Woman’s Page 
and thank you heartily for your en- 
couragement. 


Not knowing your Bishop nor 
having had the opportunity of 
learning his reason for prohibiting 
women singing in the choirs in the 
churches of his diocese, Mrs. K., I 
am unable to give a specific answer 
to your question. But there is a 
general answer that applies to any 
diocese, which I here give. 

Pope Pius X in his Motu Proprio 
issued November 22, 1903, ordered 
the re-establishment of the Gregor- 
ian Chant in church singing, 
though, the decree which the Con- 
gregation of Sacred Rites issued 
under Leo XIII first started this 
reform in church music. 


The decree of Pope Leo XIII was 
more especially directed to the re- 
form of church music in Italy, 
where many of the choirs were 
placed in the sanctuary. As you 
know, women are not invited to 
entere the sanctuary! But there 
were other reasons, the principal 
one being that church musié had 
become too operatic and was prov- 
ing to be a distraction to the con- 
gregation. The Gregorian chant is 
particularly adapted to the male 
voice, being rich in cadence and 
rhythmically meditative. 

The purpose of church music is 
to give honor and glory to God and 
to inspire devotion in the wor- 
shippers. Polyphonic musie, while 
often very beautiful, frequently 
becomes a means of exploiting the 
artist’s gift without reminding the 
faithful of the One who bestowed 
the talent. For instance, in years 
past I remember well a singer in 
our parish church, a _ colorature 
soprano, who thrilled my musical 
ears with rhapsodies that might 
have come from the throat of a 
nightingale, but her singing did 
not move my heart to adoration of 
God. It did delight my artistic ap- 
preciation while it sidetracked my 
prayers, which were all too often 
held in abeyance, pending full de- 
livery of charming musical expres- 
sion. Perhaps this is one of the 
reasons why women are excluded 
from singing in the choirs in your 
Bishop’s diocese! 

If you have a Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia (and if you have not, your 
public library has one in its refer- 
ence room), I would suggest that 
you read what it has to say with 
respect to the Mota Proprio of 
Pius X. Among other things, he 
specified that schools for church 
music are to be founded and fos- 
tered. He recommended that care 
be taken to restore at least in the 
principal churches the ancient 
Schola Cantorum, which has been 
used with excellent fruit in many 
places. He further encouraged the 
musically faint-hearted by saying 
that zealous clergy should not find 
it difficult to institute such Scholae 
even in minor and country 
churches, for such may prove an 
easy means for bringing together 
both children and adults. And he 
mentions particularly the training 
of men and boys, suggesting care- 
ful attention in the selection of 
music and judicious choice of a 
choir director. | 

In our diocese (which is not yet’ 
styled metropolitan) we have a 
very able lay director of diocesan 
music, who is also director of the 
Cathedral Schola Cantorum, Mrs. 
K., if you were once to enjoy the 
inspiration of our cathedral choir 
when they sing a High Mass, or at 
Benediction, you w never, never 


These men sing with reverence and 
their voices are beautifully modu- 
lated. A deep realization that their 
song is sacrosanct tempers their in- 
terpretations. We also have a 
splendid Priests’ Choir in our city. 
It almost sounds as though I 
were boasting of my own, but, Mrs. 
K., I. cite these facts to impress 
you with the possibilities of a male 
choir. Surely you have listened in 
on the Catholic Hour on Sunday 
afternoon. If you have, were you 
not. moved by the renditions of the 
Paulist Choir, so ably directed by 
Father Finn? : 


Mrs. K., perhaps you and I are 
alike in enjoying congregational 
singing, also the voices of the little 
ones at the children’s Mass. The 
simple hymns that are sung by 
either the congregation or the chil- 
dren are hymns that we have 
known since childhood. They move 
the ‘heart and draw the mind to 
God as no other singing has the 
power to do. 

But for formal services, I think 
there is no choir that equals an All 
Boy Choir, or a quartet composed 
of male voices, well trained and 
deeply in sympathy with the divine 
worship, at which they are privi- 
leged to sing. 

The Gregorian Chant grows on 
the faithful. Wherever it has been 
introduced, it has met with consid- 
erable criticism in the beginning, 
and it has been only through culti- 
vation and persistent usage that 
congregations have learned to ap- 
preciate it. But is this not true of 
many precious things? Don’t we 
have to grow to them? 

Mrs. K., I must confess to a lurk- 
ing suspicion in my mind. Perhaps 
your male choir needs to master 
the Chant. I agree with you: “Some 
male voics are terrible sounding!”

Mass In Sante Fe Said 
On November 24, 1620 


SANTA FE, N. M.—While the 
Pilgrim Fathers knelt on the 
shores of the Atlantic coast and 
offered thanks for a safe voyage 
across the ocean, a hardy band of 
Spanish colonists and soldiers in a 
‘then far-off land to the West 
heard early Mass in the old San 
Miguel Mission Church on the 
‘morning of Nov. 24, 1620. 
| Unaware of what was occurring 
hundred of miles to the East of 
‘them, this small group of colonists, 
\who had taken New Mexico in the 
‘name of Phillip IJ, of Spain, arose 
before sunrise and went to the mis- 
‘sion, completed in 1607, the year 
Captain John Smith settled at 
Jamestown, Va. 
| In August, 1540, Francisco Vas- 
quez Coronado, explorer and sol- 
‘dier, reached what is now believed 
‘to be the Zuni Indian pueblo in 
Western New Mexico. Inscriptions 
made on rocks by his soldiers may 
ibe seen to this day at E] Moro na- 
tional monument in the western 
part of the State. 
| The early fathers of the church 
always accompanied the explorers 
and colonists, and in some cases 
were explorers themselves, and the

ico from its first discovery on.

Is it true that the Russian 
government has adopted a 
new Five Year Plan by which 
it intends to blot out every 
trace of religion? If such a 
plan has been outlined, and I 
am told that it has been, could 
you give me some information 
concerning it? 


It is true that a new cam- 
paign to do away with all re- 
ligion and all religious beliefs 

has been begun by the Soviet 
government. This campaign, 
called the Soviet five year 
plan for the suppression of re- 
ligion, was recently outlined 
by Joseph Mollet in an article 
published in LA CROIX. Mr. 
Mollet derived his informa- 
tion from an article which ap- 
peared in the YOUNG AD- 
VANCE-GUARD, an organ 
of the Universal Commission 
Extraordinary. We _ shall 
quote the plan as outlined by 
Mr. Mollet. 


“The decree to this effect, signed 
hy Stalin, Bekhterof, Jaroslavsky, 
Kogan and Lobatchevsky, and ap- 
proved by the Supreme Council of 
the Communist Party,” the author 
says, “was ratified by the Superior 
Commission of the Republic of So- 
viets and put in force on May 15 
last. It fixes five years for the liq- 
uidation of religion. 


“The first year of the five-year 
plan provides for the closing of all 
religious schools, Catholic semina- 
ries and theological courses. Dur- 
ing this period all those known to 
be in the service of a religious sect 
are to be classified as those who 
ean live without a ration ecard, that 
is to say, officially deprived of any 
means of subsistence. 


“The plan does not include in the 
first year the immediate closing of 
the churches or the official liquida- 
tion of ecclesiastical associations, 
but’in the large cities this injunc- 
tion is to be reported May 1, 1954, 
and in the remainder of the terri- 
‘tory on May 1, 1937, in such a way 
that there will be no chance of the 
existence in Russia of a_ single 
house of prayer, and so that the 
notion of ‘God, surviving from the 

fiddle Ages as a means for op- 
vressing the labor classes’ will have 
disappeared entirely from the sur- 
face of the territory. 


“In the year 1933, the campaign 
of irreligious activity is to be re- 
doubled in strength and is to be put 
into effect ‘by the definite liquida- 
tion of religious gatherings in the 
home and associations of believers 
officially non-registered.’ This oper- 
ation should be ended by Oct. 1, 
1933. It will be forbidden te print 
books, reviews, pamphlets or man- 
vals having a religious character. 
The manufacture of objects for re- 
ligious use will be punished in the 
most rigorous manner. During the 
same year a special attempt will be 
made ‘to make to penetrate into 
the minds of the masses the prin- 
ciples of rational unbelief.’ The 
means proposed to achieve this is 
the projection of atheistic films. 

“The third year is to be consecra- 
ted to the ‘development of the cells 
of atheism.’ One shall see during

comes from God, but in the course 
of nature, people cannot live ven- 
erable lives without civil society; 
civil society cannot function effec- 
tively without a governing author- 
ity; this authority in the ruler, like 
political society itself, is necessary 
for human nature. Hence the poli- 
tical ruler has true authority to 
govern and the citizens have a 
moral obligation to obey. 

Non-Catholics knowing _ that 
atholics are closely affiliated 
with the Pope at Rome, believe 
that the duties of the Church and 
State cause contention or conflict- 
ing loyalties. Therefore, the ques- 
tion often arises: “Can a Catholic 
be 100 per cent American?” To 
this question the answer is unques- 
tionably, Yes. 

Neither on the battlefield nor 
elsewhere can there be a real con- 
flict of duties. In the relation be- 
tween Church and State as else- 
where, the problem of seemingly 
conflicting loyalties is always a 
question of defining limits. 

“The Almighty,” says Pope Leo 
XIII in his Encyclical on the 
Christian Constitution of States, 
“has appointed the charge of the 
human race between two sources, 
the ecclesiastical and the civil, the 
one being placed over divine, the 
other over human things. Each in 
its field is supreme, each has fixed 
limits within which it is contained, 
limits which are defined by the na- 
ture and special object of the pro- 
vince of each.” 

Catholics have always shown he- 
roism and loyalty to their country 
on the battlefields. A splendid il- 
lustration is shown in the Civil 
War. The proportion of Catholics 
enlisted was double in the propor- 
tion that Catholics bore to the en- 
tire population. 

In early youth every’ Catholic 
boy and girl is taught that he is 
placed on the earth to know, love 
and serve God in this life and be 
happy with him forever in the 
next. In order to fulfilll this obli- 
gation we must also express loy- 
alty to God’s institution, namely 
the State. 

The world’s foremost historians 
have agreed that the ten com- 
mandments are the greatest code 
of rules ever written and will exist 
thus for all time.

Socialist. Probably they assume 
that the American Socialist Party 
does not profess ‘real’ or ‘true’ So- 
cialism as defined by the Holy 
Father. What is to be thought of 
this assumption ? 
Unfriendly To Religion 

“The answer is not easy nor sim- 
ple. The first difficulty arises out 
of the various uses of the word 
Socialism. It covers not only dif- 
ferent doctrines, but different kinds 
of things. This is recognized by 
Pope Pius XI when he speaks of 
Socailism ‘as a doctrine, or a his- 
torical fact, or as a movement. . .’ 
In his desire to be precise and 
comprehensive, the Holy Father 
thought it necessary to specify all 
three of these acceptations of the 
term.” 

Dr. Ryan asserts that “today the 
majority in the American Socialist 
movement seems to have given up 
that reprehensible social and econ- 
omic philosophy” advocated 25 
years ago, but adds that “even the 
mildest section of the movement 
seems to exemplify in some degree 
unfriendliness to organized reli- 
gion and an excessive faith in the 
production of ‘the greatest possible 
amount of temporal goods,’ to 
quote the words of Pope Pius XI.”

Famous Coins of History 
Included In Collection 


Chicago.—That the Seminary of 
St. Mary of the Lake, at Munde- 
lein, T1l., houses a collection of 
coins that experts consider one of 
the most important in the country 
became known today when it was 
announced that the work of cata- 
loging the collection was expected 
to be completed next year. 
The collection covers the history 
of coinage from 700 B. C., and in- 
cludes specimens of almost all the 
famous coins of history, including 
nearly every one of the coins men- 
tioned in the Bible. The Biblical 
specimens include one of the type 
of coin which Jesus held in His 
hand when He said, “Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Cae- 
sar’s,” some of the type of the 30 
pieces of silver which rewarded 
Judas for the betrayal of Our Lord, 
a lepton, or “‘widow’s mite” and 
others enumerated in the Gospel 
of St. Matthew. 
Early. Silver Coins. 

Among the silver coins in the 
collection are. some of the first 
coins ever struck. King Pheidon 
is reputed to have struck the first 
silver coins in Aegina, in Greece, 
in 700 B. C., and some of these 
coins, which are lumps of. silver 
with a sea tortoise on one side and 
a punch mark on the other, are in 
this collection. Likewise, some of 
the first gold coins, reputed to have 
been coined. by Croesus, King of 
Lydia, in Asia Minor, are to be 
seen in the Seminary collection. 
The Croesus gold coin was the 
stater, bean-shaped, with the royal 
seal, a lion devouring an ox, on 


other. 

Another specimen of the earliest 
eoins of history is the gold daric 
of King Darius I of Persia. 

The Roman display includes one 
of virtually every type of import- 
ant coin minted by the Roman em- 
pire from 312 B. C. to the close of 
the fifth century A. D. The first 
Roman coins were of bronze and 
weighed a pound, despite the fact 
that their value was less than one 
dollar.

The most beautiful coins

Among the famous names repre- 
sented by the coins in the collec- 
tion are: Croesus of Lydia, Darius 
the Great of Persia, Alexander the 
Great of Greece, Ptolemy Philade}- 
phius, founder of the Alexandrian 
library; Antiochus of Syria, the 
persecutor of the Jews; 
the great Roman general who made 
Palestine a Roman province; Julius 
Caesar and his murderers, Brutus 
and Cassius; Mark Anthony, Aug- 
ustus Caesar, during whose reign 
Christ was born; Tiberius, under 
whom Christ was crucified; Nero, 
who ordered the execution of Saint 
Peter and Saint Paul and blamed 
the burning of Rome on the Chris- 
tions; Vespasian and Titus, who 
captured and destroyed Jerusalem; 
Constantine, the first Christian em- 
peror; St. Louis, king of France; 
Baldwin of Flanders, the renowned 
crusader; Ferdinand and Isabella 
of Spain, the patrons of Christo- 
pher Columbus; Queen Elizabeth 
of England, Catherine the Great of 
Russia, Louis XIV of France, Na- 
poleon and many others.

Would Bar Operation

Washington.—The right of any 
religious organization to operate a 
radio broadcasting station for its 
own special benefit was challenged 
‘by Ira E. Robinson, former Chair- 
‘man of the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion, "in a hearing before that Com- 
‘mission this week.

or to make so serious a decision, hav- 
ing had no extensive contact with the 
world. Strange to say, however, it is 
not sO much my becoming a nun that 
they dislike as the fact that “in the 
enthusiasm of my youth’’ I have chos- 
en such an “obscure’’ Order. Father 
and Mother seem to think the life your 
Catechists lead would be too austere 
for me, that I should im later years 
become dissatisfied under such trving 
conditions. They, bless their dear 
hearts, would .rather have me be a 
religious (if I must be one) in a 
prominent Order near home. Some- 
how I can’t make them understand 
that while there remain. God's poor 
ones, I could never be contented or 
happy doing anything but serving 
Him and them as your Catechists do. 

This, then, is my problem. Experi- 
ence has taught me that the advice’ 
of my parents is usually correct. That 
is why it hurts me so nmch to “go 
against” them now. And yet, after. 
much prayer and thought, I still fee! 
that I am right. One priest hag ad- 
vised me not to delay my vocation, 
but by all means to continue with my 
plans to enter your Society next au- 
tumn provided that, ‘of course, you 
think I am a suitable applicant. 

It is for this reason that I am writ- 
ing you, kind Father. Although I am 
of the opinion that the objection of 
my parents is but a temporary one, 
still I am much in need of your ad- 
viee. I should appreciate your let- 
ting me know just what you think 
about it all.

Washington.—The great Ameri- 
can doctrine of free speech may not 


be used as a cloak to permit em- 
ployment of the powerful instru- 
ment of radio broadcasting to mis- 
represent before the American peo- 
ple the tenets of a Church and its 
members. This is the broader mean- 


ing of the decision handed by the} 


Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia recently, when it upheld 
the Federal Radio Commission in 
its refusal to renew the license of 
Station KGEF, Los Angeles, owned 
by the Rev. “Bob” Shuler, who has 
made frequent and bitter attacks 
on the Catholic Church. 

The decision goes farther, in pro- 
tecting the public from bigotry via 
radio, than any previously handed 
down. It is agreed here that it is 
one of the most important steps 
yet taken by the courts in radio 
regulation. 


Shuler, who was an unsuccessful 
eandidate for the United States 
Senate from California in the Nov- 
ember elections, was ordered off 
the air on Novemebr 13, 1931, when 
the Radio Commission refused to 
renew the license of his Los An- 
geles station. Appealing from this 
decision of the Commission, Shuler 
contended, among other things, that 
the action of the Commission vio- 
lated the Constitutional guaranty 
of free speech. 

“If it be considered,” the court 
said in answering this contention, 
“that one in possession of a permit 


to broadcast in interstate com- 
merce may, without let or hindr- 
ance from any source, use these 
facilities, reaching out, as they do, 
from one corner of the country to 
the other, to obstruct the adminis- 
tration of justice, offend the reli-

—shut off from the light and holi- 
ness of God. 

From time to time, though, God 
sent holy men, called prophets, to 
tell the people that Jesus would 
surely come, and that they must 
always try to be good so they 
would be ready to receive the Son 
of God. Elias and Isaias were two 
great prophets. The people listen- 
ed closely to what they said and 
kept it all carefully in big books 
so they would not forget. 


Another man who told the peo- 
ple about Jesus was John the Bap- 
tist. He was a prophet, too, but, as 
Jesus Himself said, “more than a 
prophet.”
